Their boldness gives rise to the belief 
that they are not novices.

ter Surles offers a reward for $25 for 
the detection and apprehension of the 
criminals. 


EXTENSIONS PLANNED 


Boldness such as has scarcely been 


paralleled in toe criminal history of 
E ast Liverpool 
was 
displayed 
last 
night by a gang of thieves who made a 
wholesale raid on a refrigerator stand­ 
ing on the rear porch of Postm aster 
W. H. Surles’ residence 
on 
Third 


street. 
Aside from making a thorough clean 
up of the well-filled receptacle, the 
pillagers made a vicious assault upon 
Thomas Gotham, the well known mod­ 
eler. and seriously wounded him 
The 
entire gang escaped, though one of 
them was given the chase of his life 
by Policeman Willis Davidson, who 
was called to the scene of the rob 
bery. 
Gotham was conversing with Mrs. 
Surles and other friends in the sit­ 
ting room when the thieves made their 
raid. 
Mrs. Surles chair was next to a 
window where the refrigerator stood 
and she wag the first to detect the 
presence of the intruders. 
Rushing to 
the rear door the lady saw throe men 
running in the direction of the Central 
school building, but owing to the dark­ 
ness they soon disappeared. 
Hastily making an investigation to 
learn the extent of the scoundrels* de­ 
predation Gotham started in pursuit, 
and, with rare boldness, Mrs. Surles 
followed. 
A ttracted by the noise of 
voices they made their way to the rear 
steps of the school house, where they 
came upon three men and two women, 
all of whom were feasting on the sto­ 
len edibles. 
Determined to capture the 
nervy 
pillagers. Gotham started up the step*, 
and just as he did so one of tile men 
threw’ a plate which 
barely 
missed 
Mrs. Surles' head. Undaunted in his 
eagerness to carry out his aim Goth­ 
am climbed to the top of the 
steps 
and grappled with one of the men. A 
desperate struggle ensued, but 
the 
thief was outclassed and 
soon 
lay 
stretched out on the ground with his 
antagonist on top. 
Before he had time to tackle 
the 
next man. Gotham was knocked down 
by a blow from a pitcher filled with 
milk. 
The vessel was smashed into 
a dozen pieces and the contents fairly 
th'hitewashed the dazed victim ot the 
cowardly blow. He continued to strug­ 
gle. however, but was again knocked 
down by one of the rascals who kicked 
him in the head.

Being thus taken at so great a dis

NEW RURAL RESORT

NEW RURAL RESORT 


Salem Sportsmen Contemplate 
M a k ­ 
ing Artificial Lake 
and Resort. 
Salem. Mar. 22.—A body of Salem 
sportsmen have a gigantic scheme on 
foot to make a large artificial lake and 
resort north of the city about four 
miles. 
A large dam will he built on 
a water course which runs through the 
farms and fields of that section.

America has produced another phe­ 
nomenal high jum per in Samuel S. 
Jones of the New York Athletic club 
and the New York university. He is 
considered a worthy successor of M. F. 
Sweeney, and his friends look to see 
him break Sweeney's great record of G 
feet 5% inches before he retires from 
competition. 
Jones has won interscholastic, inter­ 
collegiate, metropolitan and American 
championships, and last summer in the 
stadium of the Pan-American exposi­ 
tion at Buffalo he tied with G. P. Ser- 


JONES HUA DY TO START. 
visa. Jr., of Cornell, with a Jump of 6 
feet 3 inches, for the world's champi­ 
onship. 
Despite his great height. 6 feet 3*4 
inches, Jones is well proportioned. He 
has often been compared to Sweeney in 
this respect. 
Jones speaks on the subject of high 
jumping as follows: 
“One of the main things in jumping 
is to get a good run and strike the take­ 
off properly. To know the exact spot 
to take off Is absolutely necessary, aud 
the run m ust be measured so that you 
will strike within six inches of this 
spot. I found the takeoff by facing the 
bar and raising my right leg. When 
you can stand on one foot and touch 
the bar with your right toe, you have 
found the proper takeoff for the height 
you have measured. 
“The distance of the run varies with 
different men. I find th at fifty feet 
suits me, and I measure it by taking 
fifteen strides from my takeoff. The 
importance of the takeoff can be real­ 
ized when it is stated that you cannot 
put your whole mind on the spring un­ 
less the takeoff is a perfect one. 
“The first part of the jum p is com­ 
paratively easy. You go almost straight 
up in the air. It is the second part, 
called the second hitch, that is hard to 
acquire. W ith this hitch you turn the 
body toward the right until you prac­ 
tically face the bar while falling. The 
second hitch is really a sort of stjap 
forward that carries the body across 
the bur. It gets the hip, shoulder and 
right arm out of the way and really 
makes possible the great performances 
of the present day. W ithout this hitch 
very few men could ever have cleared 
six feet. 
“Another essential is a perfect bal­ 
ance while sailing across the bar. This 
is only acquired by constant practice. 
It is quite a knack to get the right arm 
out of the way. 
Many a good jump 
has been spoiled by the inability of the 
athlete to do this.

Despite his great height. G feet 3*4 
inches. .Jones is well proportioned. Ho 
has often been compared to Sweeney in 
this respect. 
Jones speaks on the subject of high 
Jumping as follows: 
"One of the main things in Jumping 
is to get a good run and strike tile take­ 
off properly. To know* the exact spot 
to take off is absolutely necessary, and 
the run m ust be measured so that you 
will strike within six inches of this 
spot. I found the takeoff by facing the 
bor and raising my right leg. 
When 
you can stand on one foot and touch 
the bar with your right toe, you have 
found the proper takeoff for the height 
you have measured. 
"The distance of the run varies with 
different men. 
I find that fifty feet 
suits me. and I measure it by taking 
fifteen strides from my takeoff. 
The 
importance of the takeoff can be real­ 
ized when it is stated th at you cannot 
put your whole mind on the spring un­ 
less the takeoff is a perfect one. 
"Tile first part of the Jump is com­ 
paratively easy. You go almost straight 
up in the air. It is the second part, 
called the second hitch, that is hard to 
acquire. With this hitch you turn the 
body toward the right until you prac­ 
tically face the bar while falling. The 
second hitch is really a sort of syap 
forward that carries the body across 
the bar. It gets the hip, shoulder and 
right arm out of the way and really 
makes possible the great performances 
of Hie present day. Without this hitch 
very few men could ever have cleared 
six feet. 
"Another essential is a perfect bal­ 
ance while sailing across the bar. This 
Is only acquired by constant practice. 
It is quite a knack to get the right arm 
out of the way.

Sweeney, and his friends look to see 
him break Sweeney's great record of G 
fe* t 5% Inches before he retires from 
comj>etition. 
Jones has won interscholastic, inter­ 
collegiate, metropolitan and American 
championships, and last summer in the 
stadium of the Pan-American exposi­ 
tion at Buffalo he tied with G. P. Ser-

visa. Jr., of Cornell, with a Jump of 6 
feet 3 inches, for the world's champi­ 
onship. 
Despite his great height, 0 feet 3*4 
Inches, Jones is well proportioned. Ile 
has often been compared to Sweeney in 
this respect. 
Jones speaks on the subject of high 
jumping as follows: 
"One of the main things in jumping 
Is to get a good run and strike the take 
off properly. To know the exact spot 
to take off is absolutely necessary, aud 
the run must be measured so that you 
will strike within six Inches of this 
sjKit. I found the takeoff by facing the 
bar and raising my right leg. 
When 
you can stand on one foot and touch 
the bar with your right toe, you have 
found the proper takeoff for the height 
you have measured. 
"The distance of the run varies with 
different men. 
I find that fifty feet 
suits me, and I measure it by taking 
fifteen strides from my takeoff. The 
importnnee of the takeoff can be real­ 
ized when It is stated that you cannot 
put your whole mind on the spring un­ 
less tile takeoff is a perfect one. 
"The first jiart of the Jump is com­ 
paratively easy. You go almost straight 
up in the air. It is the second part, 
called the second hitch, that Is hard to 
acquire. With this hitch you turn the 
body toward the right until you prac­ 
tically face the bar while falling. The 
second hitch Is nelly a sort of snap 
forward that carries the body across 
the bur. It gets the hip, shoulder and 
right arm out of the way and really 
makes [Ktssible tile great performances 
of the present day. Without this hitch 
very few men could ever have cleared 
six feet. 
"Another essential is a perfect bal­ 
ance while sailing across the bar. This 
Is only acquired tty constant practice. 
It is quito a knack to get the right arm 
out of the way.
